T here was no binding force to 
compel these democratic 
legislators 
to vote for a republican for 
United 
States senator. “The statutes,” says 
the Lincoln Journal, “contain a pro­ 
vision permitting candidates to take 
a pledge to do what these did. But 
a higher statute than this, the k n if­ 
ed States 
constitution, 
gives 
them 
freedom to exercise their own judg­ 
ment. No legal penalty is provided,

A valuable and interesting discov­ 
ery of English royal documents has 
just been made. It comprises all state 
papers, private letters 
and 
general 
correspondence of Kings George 111, 
and George IV, which have been miss­ 
ing from the crown papers.

ed the throne he destroyed his fath­ 
er's papers and afterward his own. 
Their loss always has been deplored, 
for they covered an immensely inter­ 
esting period, including the American 
war of independence, on

All these missing pa­ 
pers have just been found in the cel­ 
lars of Apstev House, residence of 
the Duke of Wellington, whose grand­ 
father, the great duke, was one of 
George IV’s trustees.
